The Department sald the de- 
portees comprised about 17,000

{ransported in enttle cars to the 
Soviet Kazathistan Republic in 
Central Asia. 

- NO REASON 

The Department spokesman. 
Mr Lincoln White, sald the de- 
portations eliminated from the 
Caucagus aren practically al) 
foreign nations. He said ho 
could give no reason for the 
mass deportation, against which 
the Greck Government has 
protested.
